Jewish Agency Forces Agudas 


NEW YORK-—-The recently-established committee of the Jewish 
Agency [to check multiple fund-raising campaigns stopped the 
Agudas Israel from launching. a $2,000,000 drive in New York, it 
was disclosed this week. 

Boris Smoiar, writing in his Jewish Telegraphic Agency column, 
“Between You and Me,” said the ultra-Orthodox group recently 
turned pro-Zionist, had planned to seek the money to support reli- 
gious activities in Israel. 

In fighting the proposed drive, Smolar wrote, the Jewish Agency 
committee said that the Jewish Agency has already spent $1,500,000 
for Agudas groups and allocated another $750,000 for the remainder 
of the budgetary year for those groups. 

The emmittee told Agudas that since these sums were raised 
by the United Jewish Appeal and similar organizations in other 
countries. there was no excuse for Agudas to start another cam- 
paign. 

Conmnittee members warned the organization that a public 
statement to that effect was being prepared. Smolar reported 
that when Agudas leaders learned of the contents of the pre- 
pared statement, they quietly dropped their decision to launch 
an independent drive. 

Smolar also disclosed that the Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds is determined to be represented at the annual 
UJA contract negotiations and to play a role in setting UJA policies. 

The CJFWF played a major role. last November in winning a 
peace agreement between the United Palestine Appeal, then con- 
trolled by the Zionist Organization of America, and the Committee 
of Contributors, a group of large givers organized in opposition to 
that control. The UPA is the largest agency of the United Jewish 
Appeal. 

Subsequently the CJFWF set up a committee, under Julian 
Freeman of Indianapolis, to study means of checking the spreading 
chaos of independent fund-raising in the U.'S. for Jewish causes. 

Smolar reported that the CJFWF intention to take a larger role 
in the annual UJA contract talks will be disclosed in letters to the 
UJA and ot its main partners,.the United Palestine Appeal and the 
vse Distribution ee.

DETROIT—The Detroit Jewish Community Council this week 
eonfirmed reports that efforts were underway to bring kosher 
frozen meat to the Motor City im the latest step of the battle 
against Detroit’s Kosher butchers. 

The kosher frozen meats are cheaper than fresh meats but 
there were questions of rabbini- 
eal approval and distribution in- 
volved. The JCC said that any 
new developments “on this score 
will be made public as soon as 
they occur.” 


port that the butcher is now will- 
ing to quote prices on all meats 
available. Many cuts and prices 
are on display in show cases.” 

The JCC also asserted that 
it was becoming “common prac- 
tice” for Detroit butchers to 
itemize delivery orders. 

“These gains are not sufficient, 
however, and the practices of Kos- 
her butchers will not be stabil- 
ized until a bulletin board is plac- 
ed in every shop,” the JCC declar- 
ed. 


The announcement eame as a 
two-week partial price boycott 
came to an end with indetermin- 
ate results.

A tactical move by those opposed to change seemed likely to win out as the Orthodox-minded 


Jewish Theological Seminary took 
a hand in the matter and asked 
to participate in making a de. 
cision. 

The request represented a 
sharp change from the JTS stand 
of the past year, a hands off pol 
icy which would have allowed 
changes to be made but not in- 
volve the institution, which has 
vigorously resisted change. 

Details Revealed 

The report of the law com- 
mittee had not been made as 
The Post went to press but it 
was learned reliably that iit would 
favor calling women to Torah 
when individual congregations 
were so inclined; Bas Mitzvah, 
already in wide use; riding to 
services on Sabbath, shortening 
of Torah readings and shorten- 
ing of services. 

The new stand of the JTS was 
revealed by Rabbi David Aron- 
son of Minneapolis, who with the 
other incumbent officers was re- 
elected. 

Criticizes Kapian Plan 

Rabbi Aronson criticized a 
suggestion made recently by Dr. 
Mordecai M. Kaplan that the 
National Jewish Welfare Board 
sponsor a merger of synagogue, 
school and Jewish eommunity 
eenter into an intergrated Jew- 
ish community. 

In his presidential message,. 
Rabbi Aronson revealed that a 
committee representing the JTS 
faculty had asked for a special 
convention of the Rabbinical 
Assembly, probably this Decem- 

ber, to take up the issue of 
change in Conservative prac- 
tice and ritual. 

On the Seminary committee, 
were Dr. Louis Finkelstein, who 
is resuming his duties as active 
head of the institution on July 1 
after a year’s leave; Dr. Kaplan 
and Dr. Simon Greenberg. 

JTS Ready To Go 

In a presentation of the view- 
point of the Seminary faculty on 
the explosive issue, Dr. Finkel- 
stein indicated that he had in 
mind more than just the Decem- 
ber special meeing when he said 
that the JTS would be glad to 
have its faculty members named 
on any committees which the 
special committee might set up

DR. DAVID ARONSON 
Re-Named By Conservatives 


In his criticism of the Kaplan 


JWB proposal, Rabbi Aronson 
said the JWB “aims to become 
co-extensive with the whole con 
munity, reducing the synagogue 
and all that it stands for to but 
another cog in the elaborate com- 
munal machine under control of 
the secular ideology of the JWB.” 

Asserting there was no evi- 
dence that the JWB was “con- 
cerned with Judaism as a re 
ligious civilization or with Jud- 
aism as such, Rabbi Aronson 
said that “a community that ac- 
cepts the philosophy that a gym- 
nasium is as essential to Jewish 
life as a synagogue, and a Jew- 
ish basketball team as conducive 
to Jewish survival as a Talmud 
Torah, is on the way to Jewish 
extinction.” 


From Grass Roots 

He said the organic Jewish 
community will come not from 
any national Jewish organization 
but from the grass roots. Re- 
ferring to the report of the law 
committee, which he said he had 
not read, he called for “vision 
and courage to adjust Judaism 
to the living needs of the times.” 

Otherwise, he said, “the guid- 
ing force of Torah will become 
obsolete in the lives of our men 
and women.”

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Ton U.S. Jewish Cultural Leaders Urged To Become Chalutzim

EW YORK—Hundreds of American Jewish cul- 
tural leaders were invited this week to offer their 
special skills to Israel as a new type of chalutzim 
(pioneers) needed in the rapidly-expanding society 


of the Jewish State. 


The occasion was the National Assembly for Labor 
Israel, called largely by top figures in the Labor 
Zionist Organization of America, and aimed at Amer- 
ican Jews prominent in U. S. professional, cultural 
and artistic life who have not been active in the 


Zionist struggle. 


The invitation was offered by Rabbi Samuel Wohl 


of Cincinnati in these words: 


“What we need now, in addition to material re- 
seurces and men and weapons for defense, is the mo- 
bilization from among ourselves and such kindred 
Spirits as we can attract, the resources of our skills, 
our gifts, our talents, our separate and united pro- 


Selves.” 


Rabbi Wohl was frank in making an appeal no 
Zionist would have dared extend to such a group as 
little as 10 years ago. 

‘In addition to the classical Chalutziut (pioneer- 
ing) which was directed to Kibbutz (collective) life, 
a new type of industrial Chalutziut should be de- 
veloped,” he said. “The State of Israel needs trained 
and skilled artisans and alministrators for its variety 
of economic establishments.” 

Baruch Zuckerman, president of LZOA, said the 
Assembly should be a forum where the partnership 
of American Jewish support of the ideals of Labor 
Israel and those forces in Israel bringing those ideals 
into being should be proclaimed “and the laboratory 
which should prepare the plan for it.” 

Admitting that “we do not expect this Assembly 
to agree with everything that is now being done by 
the Mapai-dominated Government in Israel,” Zucker- 
man said “we expect, however, an historic under- 
standing of the reasons which brought about the fact 


Israel.”

WHAT MAKES U. S. JEWS SO SURE 
ONLY THEY HAVE THE KNOW-HOW?

OUIS Lipsky and Jacques Torezyner were not exactly on the 
same side of the fence in the ZOA. But now that Lipsky is 
in and Jacques is out, Lipsky misses him: he used to enjoy having 
a fight with the two boys, Jacques Torezyner and Joe Greenleaf, 
over a cup of coffee. While fighting around with 
them, he grew to like them, and they got to like 
him, too. 
Well, I miss them, too, for several reasons, 


while I am here. Before they left, I gave them a 
few pointers on whom to see and where to go. I 
did not omit Chuna with the Big Legs. I told 
them they might run into him either in the lobby of 
the Gat Rimmon or in front of the lobby of the 
Kaete Dan (but not in the Park where Joe and 
Jacques are staying) or, better still, in the Cafe Cassith where 
the intelligensia and the artists of Tel-Aviv hang out. The surest 
way to find Chuna, however, is not to look for him. 

On my first visit to Israel—in April 1948—I ran into Chuna 
in the Gat Rimmon. On my second visit—in January 1949—I met 
him in the Cafe Cassith the first night I came., 

“Tell me, Frank, did Chuna Gottesfeld write about me in the 
Forward?” he inquired. 

Chuna Gottesfeld is a writer, mostly of humorous stuff, in the 
Jewish Daily Forward, who paid a visit to Israel between my two 
visits. 

“Yes, he did,’ I replied. Chuna Gottesfeld described a walk 
with Chuna along Allenby Road when they ran into a General. 
Chuna slapped the General on the back and said, “Hey, there, don’t 
be so stuck up just because you’re a general and stop to talk to 
Chuna and Chuna’s friend from New York. This is a writer from 
the Forward.” The general smiled and said, “But I have no time, 
I’ve just come from the Negev and I have to report to headquar- 
ters.” (This was during the battles in the Negev.) 

Chuna was pleased when I reported to him that he had hit 
the pages of the largest Jewish publication in the world. 

Half an hour later, as I was getting ready to leave the Cafe, 
Chuna shouted in his strident voice: “Come here, Frank, I’ve got 
a General for you, too.” 

He introduced me to a youngish man with the uniform of a 
general in the Army of Israel] Defence (Zva Hagana L’Israel), who 
smiled embarrassedly, as a nephew of Dr. Tchernowitz of New 
York (Rav Tzair, recently deceased), Aluf Zur (General Zur), as 
I have recently learned, has been designated to a diplomatic post 
abroad since Chuna introduced us in Cafe Cassith. 

I am eagerly looking forward to a report on Chuna by Joe 
Greenleaf and Jacques Trezyner. And so, I am sure, is Louis Lipsky. 
Something to talk over the coffee about.

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Arab Flight Brings Drop in Crimes of Violence 
But Europe DP Burglary Experts Stump Israeli Police 


TEL AVIV, Israel—The rush departure of 
Arabs and the incoming flow of Jewish immi- 
grants has brought a sharp drop in crimes of 
viclence and a jump in cases of burglary dur- 
ing the past year in Israel, the N. Y. TIMES 


reported this week. 


Figures of Israeli police showed the impact 
of a year of enormous change in the life of the 


new state 


Murder, stabbings, assault and rape were 
the most common crimes before the Jewish 
State was proclaimed. They have dropped 
tremendously, a change credited by police 


mainly to the 
Arabs. 


mass flight 


Police reported that some of the more ex- 
citable Jewish immigrants from Morocco and 
other North African countries are still apt to 
draw knives in arguments and have committed 


thefts by violence. 


The immigrants who have been giving the 
most trouble are the expert safecrackers and 
housebreakers from the underworlds of Eastern 
European cities like Bucharest and Warsaw. 

The report said these specialists are very 
competent and that Israeli police so far have 


been unable to handle them, 


lighted by an official report that only 15 per 
cent of housebreaking crimes have been solved. 
The figure for cases of robbery or attempted 


robbery is 34 per cent success. 


One of the reasons for police efficiency jn 
coping with crimes of violence is that Israe}j 
Jews, who refused to cooperate with the British 
mandatory police, now report even the most 
petty complaints and cooperate fully with law

enforcement authorities. 


But police are handicapped in their battle 
against the East European burglars because 


the criminals are unknown. No records of their

ern techniques of burglary and safecracking 
to a country where even the use of a skeleton 
key for such crimes was considered an ex- 


ample of housebreaking expertness.

“ignored its own rules” in set- 
ting aside the conviction in a 5 
to 4 decision.

The cave dwelling rabbi, 
Hames Sophir, said that mem- 
bers of his entire village would 
soon immigrate to Israel. Cave 
dwelling Jews in Tripolitania are 
concentrated in the Jebel Nefusa 
mountain range and are believed 
to be descendants of Jews who 
fled from Moorish pogroms in 
North Africa.

The announcement of Moshe Shapiro, the Immigration Minister, 
disclosing that Stanley had been given entry, was phrased as having 
a link with the symbolism of freedom. 

Reports circulated here that Ben Hecht, American novelist 
and one-time sparkplug for the American League for a Free 
Palestine, planned to come to Israel to write Stanley’s biography. 

The League was the main U. S. Bergsen front group for the 
now-dissolved terrorist Irgun Zvai Leumi. A deputy of the Heruth 
party, political successor to the Irgun last April challenged the 
Government’s action in rejecting Stanley’s first applications for a 


visa. 


On the boat from Farnce to Haifa, Stanley was reported to 
have prayed daily and to have served as unofficial cantor on sev 


eral occasions, 


The British Government sought to deport Stanley but his native 


Poland refused him. He arrived in Israel in mid-May. 
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PHILADELPHIA FEPC REPORTS 
“REAL PROGRESS” IN FIRST YEAR

PHILADELPHIA—A total of 204 complaints were made to the 
Fair Employment Practices Commission in this city during its first 
year of operation, which ended June 15. 

Of those complants, 155 were adjusted and 49 were still under 


investigation this week. 

The FEPC, in a review of its 
work, said the ordinance banning 
job discrimination had achieved 
a “real impact on the communi- 
ty.” The agency reported “sub- 
stantial progress’ in eliminating 
long-established patterns of dis- 
crimination, 

The Commission said it was 
especially encouraged by the suc 
cess of its educational program 
to explain to employers, unions, 
schools and employment agencies 
that “fair employment is good 
business.” 

No Police Power Used 

The first year of operations aid 
not require use by the Commis- 
sion of its power to hold hearings 
and issue orders enforceable by 
the courts. 


Philadelphia advertisers and 
newspapers were praised by the 
Commission for their promptness 
im eliminating from help wanted 
advertising references to race, re- 
ligion and national origin. 

The Commission reported 
that the Bell Telephone Co. 


has eliminated discriminatory 


advertising from the 1949 issue 
of the classified directory. 


A breakdown of the _ cases 
showed specific violations charg: 
ed of refusal of employment (7 
cases), discriminatory applica 
tion forms (48 cases), refusal of 
promotion (23 cases) refusal of 
union membership (15 cases) and 
a number of smaller classifica: 
tions. 

The majority of complaints 
were made against business, next 
against employment agencies, 
next against trade unions and 
government agencies.

The two religious leaders used 
guch phrases as “religious totali- 
tarianism,” “the throttling hand 
of clericalism,” and_ religious 
theocracy in their warning that 
fiberal Judaism in the United 
States intended to fight for non- 
Orthodox Judaism in Israel. 

pr. Feldman urged the 500 Re- 
form rabbis at Bretton Woods, 
N.H., to send an appeal to leaders 
of the Israeli Government. He 
said that despite disavowals of 
theocratic tendencies by the Min- 
ister of Religion of the Israeti 
Government and by the Chief 
Rabbi, “there is a refusal to 
give religious freedom to the 
Liberal Jewish communities im 
Israel.’ 

Dr. Eisendrath - presented his 
protest in an article in the cur- 
rent issue of LIBERAL JUDA- 
ISM, official organ of the UAHC, 

First Formal Attack 

It was the first time the top 
jeaders of the largest wing of 
Judaism had spoken on the issue, 
though there has been wide- 
spread discussion of the extent 
of orthodox control over the 
personal lives of Israeli Jews. 

Dr. Feldman, the outgoing 
CCAR president, said that the 
many acute problems of Israel 
“made it impossible to go into 
this matter now.” 

Liberal Synagogues’ Restricted 

“Nevertheless, I am constrained 
fo express concern over the con- 
tinuance of the policy of res- 
traint and restriction vis-a-vis 
the Liberal synagogues in Israel,” 
Dr. Feldman said. 

“I realize, of course, that not 
everything could be achieved in 
only one year, that the war and 
the postwar problems were bound 
to leave some areas untouched 
and unsettled. 

“But yet, while the Ministry 
of Religion m the new govern- 
ment, and the Chief Rabbi may 
disavow the intention or the dan- 
ger of a theocracy; while they 
offer assurances of complete re- 
ligious freedom to Christians of 
all denominations and to Mos- 
lems, they assure religious free- 
dom only to those Jews who 
are sharing in the theological 
views and convictions of the Chief 
Rabbinate, but refuse to give 
religious freedom to the Lib- 
eral Jewish communities in their 
midst.” 


Israeli Government Listed 

Rabbi Feldman said that the 
Israeli Government was aware of 
the situation and that there was 
a “sympathetic attitude of many 
members of the Government to- 
wards a democratic and decent 
response to the cry for fair play. 

“But is it not right to expect 
that at least the assurance of the

same measure of democratic 
fairness which is assured to 
Christian and Moslem commun- 
ities might be given to Jews 
who profess Liberal Judaism?” 
he asked. 


“No Jews ought to be con- 
strained as to their methods 
and forms of worship, which 
is precisely the position of the 
Jewish religious Liberals 
there,’ he said. 

“They are being forced into 
the straight jacket of a strict 

and legalistic interpretation of 
Judaism, and are being subjected 
to the indignity of being com- 
pelled to conform in such matters 
as marriage and divorce. Unless 
they conform, marriages are il- 
legal and divorces are impos- 
sible,” he said. . 


Appeal to Weizmann 

Dr. Feldman urged the Reform 
rabbis to send “an appropriately 
worded representation, to men 
like President Chaim Weizmann 
and Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion for a fair and just con- 
sideration of this matter by their 
government.” 


He disclosed that there were 
three Reform eongregations in 
Israel, one each in the principal 
cities of Tel Aviv, Jerusalem 
and Haifa. 


Reform In Israel 

He said the congregations num- 
ber six to seven hundred fam- 
ilies, largely new refugees. 

Dr. Feldman charged that “of 
the three rabbis in charge of 
these comgregations, Doctors 
Elk in Haifa and Rosenberg in 
Tel Aviv, have no standing before 
the rabbinical courts, and are 
not permitted to officiate at wed- 
dings without Orthodox super- 
vision.” 

He said Dr. Phillips of Jeru- 
salem, the other Reform rabbi, 
“has a quasi-official standing at 
the Rabbinical Court” and is li- 
censed to preform marriages. 

“These rabbis and their con- 
gregations are doing a phenom- 
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enal work under the most ad- 
verse circumstanses,” Dr, Feld- 
man said, “They are doing it in 
an environment in which multi- 
tudes of the people would re- 
spond if educational facilities 
were available and the throttling 
hand of clericalism were re- 
moved.” 

He urged Reform Juraism 
in America to provide funds 
for Reform congregations in 
Israel. 

Dr. Eisendrath was equally 
vigorous in his charges and 
warned that liberal Jews in the 
United States are raising sharp 
questions about the religious con- 
trol in the Jewish Republic. 

“It is the basis of American 
and of Liberal Jerish thought, 
that the modern democratic state 
must be tolerant of every re- 
ligion and even of irreligion,” he 
declared. 

Modern State Different 

“Such a state dares to give no 
special privileges and preroga- 
tives to any single denomination 
nor discriminate in any way 
against any faith. It must desist 
from forcing any citizen to 
carry out any religious rite or 
participate in any ritual form 
against his will.” 

He charged that “Orthodox 
rabbis are seeking the very op- 
posite. Already in the draft con- 
Stitution, authority in religious 
matters is delegated to official 
hierarchies (Religious Courts) of 
Jewish, Christian and Moslem 
communities. 

An Orthodox Constitution 
“As far as the Jewish com- 
munity, it is contemplated that 
such courts will be composed 
exclusively of Orthodox rabbis 
and that no other Jewish relig- 
ious groups will enjoy legal or 
even social status in the land,” 
Dr. Eisendrath said. 

“A liberal Jew, if he is un- 
willing to submit to the author- 
ity of the Chief (Orthodox) Rab- 
binate, shall have no way of 
legalizing, or registering his 
marriage, or the birth of his 
children. He shall have no one 
to grant him a divorce and it 
is_ still not clear who will be 
responsible for probating his will 
or dividing his estate if he dies 
intestate. His children in plain, 
unadorned speech will be con- 
sidered mamzeirim.” 

Dr. Ejisendrath said’ that 
“other Christian and Moslem 
faiths are recognized in Israel, 
but not any Judaism, other 
than Orthodox. Under this dis- 
pensation, many Christians are

The two-week period started 
June 6 and was marked by a 
vigorous effort of the women’s 
organizations to acquaint the 
approximately 25,000 Jewish 
housewives of Detroit with the 
fight. 

The Detroit Anglo-Jewish week- 
ly said that both sides claimed a 
success but it appeared that the 
women’s groups had scored a 
moral victory, The survey show 
ed that the Kosher butchers were 
feeling public pressure generated 
by the widespread publicity in 
the JCC battle against high meat 
prices. 

Arrogant Attitudes Hit 

A Jewish CHRONICLE report- 
er said that many more Jewish 
women complained about “arro- 
gant and contemptuous” attitudes 
on the part of the butcher more 
than they did about high meat 
prices. 

The weekly said that the basic 
issue—the demand of the JCC 
that every Kosher butcher in De- 
troit post bulletin boards of 
prices—remained problematical, 

The weekly also reported that 
many Kosher butchers have made 
an issue out of the bulletin board 
demand out of a fear that it might 
be the start of extensive super- 
vision of butcher shops.

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| Syracuse Bar Mitzvah Candidates Now Must Have 


Four Years of Hebrew School

SYRACUSE, N. Y.—Rabbi Irwin J. Hyman, 


president of the Rabbinical Council of Syracuse, 
announced this week that a meeting of all 
rabbis of the community has agreed to require 
from every boy who wants a Bar Mitzvah cere- 
mony in a synagogue proof of four years of 
satisfactory attendance at a recognized week- 
day Hebrew school. 

Rabbi Hyman said a transition period of four 
years will be allowed when all children nine or 
over who enrolled immediately in a weekday 
school will be eligible. The Jewish Community 
School, the Temple Adath Hebrew School and 
the Concord Hebrew School were recognized 
as qualified to prepare for a Bar Mitzvah cere- 
mony. 

A Bar Mitzvah committee of Rabbi Hyman 
and Dr. Isaac Levitas, director of the Bureau 
of Jewish Education, was named to draw up 
regulations and enforce the resolution. 

The regulations approved by the Rabbin- 
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boy may take private lessons. Special cases 
include reasons which make it impossible for 
a candidate to attend a recognized school, 
such as ill health, distance from school, re- 
cent arrival in the city, or any other reason 
accepted by the Bar Mitzvah committee. 


In such cases, Rabbi Hyman said, the candi- 
date will be given an examination by the Bar 
Mitzvah committee to determine whether he 
has covered the equivalent of four years of 
study. Newcomers from other communities 
also will be tested by the Bar Mitzvah commit- 
tee and tutors preparing special cases must be 
registered with the committee. ai

NOT REBECCA, GOT THE HERO

UTHORS of novels have been known to say that the charac- 

ters in their story, once created, seem to take over and pro- 

ceed through the pages of their own volition. 

If this is true, then the classic example of a fictitious heroine 
who ran away with her author’s pen is the Jewess 
Rebecea, in Sir Walter Scott’s “Ivanhoe.” 

If you never read the great English master- 
piece, it would be worth your while, just to ob- 
serve the valiant if not entirely successful attempt 
by the eminent 18th century author to present an 
unprejudiced and Kindly picture of the Jewish po- 
sition at that time. 

If you have read “Ivanhoe,” then you'll recall 
that Rowena is the acknowledged heroine who wins 
Ivanhoe at the end. Rebecca is presented much 
more vividly so that her personality almost dominates that entire 
novel. 

Some time ago I was reading “Ivanhoe,” and because the 
story-behind-the-story is always pertinent, I turned to the intro- 
duction, where I was well rewarded with this note by Sir Walter 
Scott: 

“The character of the fair Jewess found so much favor in the 
eyes of some fair readers, that the writer was censured because, 
when arranging the fates of the characters of the drama, he had 
not assigned the hand of Wilfred of Ivanhoe to Rebecca, rather 
than the less interestiing Rowena. But, not to mention that the 
prejudices of the age rendered such a union almost impossible, the 
author may, in passing, observe that he thinks a character of a 
highly virtuous and lofty stamp is degraded rather than exalted 
by an attempt to reward virtue with temporal prosperity.” 

Wonder what Sir Walter would think about virtue and reward 
m connection with a certain ecarrot-topped Jewish comedian cur- 
rently touring Britain, who simply, by being as funny as he can, 
has all of London eating out of his hand?

NEW YORK — (JTA) — Three 
Scrolls of the Law belonging to 
the Jewish community in Fuerth, 
Germany, which were hidden 
from the Nazis throughout the 
war, were handed over this week 
to the Synagogue Council of 
America by a three-member dele- 
gation of German Jewish leaders 
brought to the U. S. under the 
Council’s auspices for a six-week 
stay. 

Speaking at the ceremony, 
held at a Council plenary prim- 
ary session in the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue here, the 
visitors from Germany —Dr. 
Aaron Ohrenstein, Jean Mandel 
and Ernest Landau—emphasized 
that every Jew “living in Ger- 
many today wants to leave that 
country as quickly as possible.” 
Among those still remaining in 
Germany, they said, were per- 
sons pressing restitution claims, 
as well as ill and aged refugees.

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Who Will Undertake This Task? 


F THE vast Zionist Organization of America 
has almost ignored its first obligation to Is- 
rael today—to foster a strong, sizeable chalutz 
movement—the ZOA’s collegiate branch, the 
Intercollegiate Zionist Federation of America, 
seems to recognize fully its responsibility in 
this direction. 

Three writers in the March issue of IZFA’s 
publication, “The Student Zionist,” call signifi- 
cantly for a strong chalutz movement, and dis- 
cuss the program adopted by IZFA in 1948 
which ufged the reinvigoration of the American 
Jewish community while at the same time 
calling on its members to join the U. S. pion- 
neering movement for Israel. 

John Hofman of the University of Michigan 
derides the aim of giving “Diaspora Jewry a 
therapeutic treatment,” and vigorously states 
the case for U. S. Jewish pioneers: 

“You are not a Zionist because you sign an 
antiquated formula on the back of a slip of 
paper or even because you Sell your gold teeth 
to buy a tree in the Negev, or again when you 
learn to mispronounce Hebrew songs, but solely 
when you have arrived at the conclusion that 
Zinist logic points compellingly toward Israel. 
Short of that you are a sympathizer, a recon- 
structionist, a good American, a fine Jew, or a 
wonderful person, bless your soul, but not a 
Zionist.” 

Jonathan Goldstein argues that it is possible 
“to create chalutzim by an intensive program of 
education and at the same time to help in the 
development of a dynamic Jewish culture in the 
UB 

Writing on the same subject in another IZFA 
publication, “IZFacts,” Shulamith Reder states 


in concise words what needs to be done in 
order to attract thousands of U.S. Jewish youth 
to the chalutz movement: 

“There is a certain amount of social and 
political awareness needed in the American 
Jewish community which would make the ac. 
ceptance of chalutziut more feasible and more 
complete. If IZFA were to devote itself to 
bringing this awareness to the members of the 
community, it would be fulfilling its purpose.” 

There is only one thing wrong with Miss 
Reder’s analysis. This is not a job for IZFA 
alone. It is a job for American Zionism in gen- 
eral and for the ZOA in particular. 

“Since the responsibility for such mass edu- 
cation,’”» writes Jonathan Goldstein, “has been 
assumed by no one else, the undertaking of it 
belongs to the American Zionist movement and 
to IZFA.” 


There are many second-class U. S. Jews who 
fear a large chalutz movement. To them, it is 
all right for Australia to ask for 100,000 Amer- 
ican ex-GlI’s, and they applaud when many in- 
trepid, young Americans go to the wilds of this 
or that country. But for Americans (Jews in 
this instance) to do the same for Israel is some- 
thing else again. 

What is needed is strong leadership. The 
last ZOA convention looked all over for a new 
program and ended up with no program, 

In all probability, the ZOA leadership was 
unwilling to engage at this time in a long-term 
Struggle, promising so little in immediate re- 
sults and beset by as many difficulties almost 
as the political battle to win U. S. support for 
a Jewish State. 


No Split Between U.S. Jewry ‘And Israel 


OLDA Myerson’s declaration before an In- 

dianapolis audience that in only a decade 

or So there is great likelihood of a split between 

U. S. Jewry and Irael was no idle statement. 

Nor was it made by an Israeli who is un- 
familiar with the U. S. Jewish community. 

Mrs. Myerson did not say that she wanted 
such a split; she merely said that such a diver- 
gence was not an impossibility. 

The Israeli cabinet member saw the new 
state as upholding the finest traditions of jus- 
tice and righteousness. The U. S. Jewish com- 
munity, on the other hand, might decide to 
ignore its responsibilities to other Jews. 

But The Post detects in Mrs. Myerson’s 
analysis her fierce determination that in Israel 


the conflict between social justice and the old- 
time capitalist system will be resolved under 
the determination of an ancient ethical people 
to overcome economic inequality. Mrs. Myer- 
son was not criticizing the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity so much as she was praising by com- 
parison the kind of nation the Israeli are 
building. 


Mrs. Myerson may have good reasons for 
her fears but, to The Post, the danger is slight. 
Not only will the chalutz movement—just really 
getting underway in the U. S.—serve to bring 
the two Jewish communities closer together, 
but many ties not as yet completed will prevent 
the eventuality she foresaw. 


The Coming Twelve Months 


UST what the effect of the current United 
J Jewish Appeal drive will be on our local 
Jewish communities is difficult to predict but 
it takes no great observer of the U. S. Jewish 
scene to recognize that there will be many 
changes and they will be significant. 

The war years enabled a new group of givers 
to replace the old-line contributors. But this 
year, many a new giver cracked under the 
strain and fell out of the top givers class. 

Since the leadership in the U. S. Jewish com- 


munity is more or less a money leadership, 
changes are inevitable, and since one man gave 
because of what his neighbor gave, this de 
fault by many givers is sure to affect next 
year’s drive. 

There are other and even greater changes 
the 1949 drive will bring in its train. This com- 
ing 12 months will be the year of upheaval. In 
many communities there will be a complete 
change of leadership, which may mean a 
change in many other ways, too.

Let’s stop asking for speed-ups in the relig- 
ious portions of such major rituals as marri- 
ages and funerals, says Rabbi Samuel Rosinger 
of Congregation Temple Emanuel, Beaumont, 
Tex.—‘‘Make it short, Rabbi, please!” How fa- 
miliar does this conventional request sound to 
rabbis, when called to officiate at a marriage 
or a funeral. Weddings are preceded by elab- 
orate preparations and, as a rule, are accom- 
panied by considerable pomp and_ display. 
months before*the happy event, arrangements 
are made in all details for everything demand- 
ed by the dictates of fashion. On the eve be- 
fore the wedding the whole nuptial spectacle 
is rehearsed with meticulous care. Every fea- 
ture pertaining to the affair is accorded all the 
time and attention needed, but when it comes 
to the religious service, which is the very soul 
of the function, either the blushing bride or her 
doting mama or the nervous groom will unfail- 
ingly ask the rabbi “Please make it short.” 

And the same is true of funerals. The be- 


reaved person is uSually too prostrate with 
grief to think of anything but his loss. But 
some member of the family, who appoints rim- 
self as the dictator of arrangements, will un- 
shamefacedly ask the rabbi to make the serv- 
ices short. Now, funerals, ‘these days are not 
such simple affairs, either. We liberal Jews 
have given up, long ago, the traditional sim- 
plicitly of our funerals and have adopted the 
showy customs of our neighbors, Here again, 
ample time is given to every feature; but the 
religious service, the purpose of which is to 
pour the healing balm of comfort upon the 
broken heart of the bereaved, is required to be 
short. ; 

I often wish that we had a fixed set of 
marriage and funeral services as an integral 
part of our ritual, even as the Episcopalean 
Church has, so that our people would not sus- 
pect their rabbis of being sadists, bent upon 
torturing bridal couples or bereaved persons 
with an elongated display of their oratory. 
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He Opposes U.S. Jewish Aid To Jews 
Who Intend To Remain In Germany 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

It is somewhat difficult to keep 
one’s even temper in reading the 
recent woeful effusions of Rabbi 
Steven S. Schwarzschild of Ber- 
lin on the plight of the Jewish 
Reform group in Germany (NJP, 
May 20, 1949). The sum and sub- 
stance of the letter of this appar- 
ently germanized Jewish leader 
with American background is that 
there is a “renascent Jewish com- 
munity’ of liberal trend in Ger- 
many that either cannot or does 
not wish to emigrate and receives 
no help from Jewish relief organ- 
jzations, the Joint Distribution 
Committee being _ specifically 
eharged for its uncharitableness. 
We also learn that this group is 
“almost decidedly Jewish” and 
constitutes “a new and potentially 
fruitful element.” 

In the first place it must be re- 
ealled that Reform Judaism ori- 
ginated with German Jewry and, 
without placing any historical re- 
sponsibilities, it might yet be per- 
missible to ponder the question 
as to whether events in Jewish 
life during the last twenty years 
might not have folldwed a some- 
what different course, had the 
doubtful blessings of these Ger- 
man emancipators been denied to 
us. All that can be stated in tri- 
bute to their accomplishments is 
that they have done a very thoro- 
ugh job in the emasculation of 
Jewish values, with typical Ger- 
man “GRUNDLICHKEIT,” so 
much so that these reformed gen- 
tlemen will make even the most 
fanatical “Council — Jew” look 
like a chassidic Rabbi. The dis- 
dainful attitude which these Su- 
per-Germans of mosaic faith have 
shown toward their easterly bro- 
ther is not easily forgotten. 

That these reformers after all 
that happened should have the 
nerve to assert themselves as 
“decidedly Jewish’ must evoke 
violent indignation. May I ask 
Rabbi Schwarzschild and _ his 
flock wherein this Jewishness 
consists? In continuing to de-

stroy and to uproot the tradi- 
tional and historical foundations 
of Jewish life? In again holding 
hands with their own murderers 
and accomplices to become “a 
new and _ potentially fruitful 
element” in the vast graveyard 
of their brethern and _ sisters? 
In helping to revive the _ teu- 
tonic octopus for completing Hit- 
ler’s work in all the four corners 
of the world? Do they actually in- 
dulge in the childish utopia of 
Germany’s democratization? Have 
they ever heard of the unabated 
and semi-official antisemitism in 
numerous German towns and pro- 
vinces, now under occupation by 
the western powers? Do they 
still believe the fairy tale that 
once upon a time a wicked Nazi- 
man bewitched sixty million help- 
less little Germans until they 
were awakened by the kiss of De- 
mocracy? Not quite so, I should 
say. A soil in which such bloody 
seed can sprout is inherently rot- 
ten, venomous and uncultivatable. 
It does not provide a _ proper 
homestead for those who suffered 
heaviest from its devastating 
eruptions, 

Jews have no business to stay 
any longer in Germany. If this 
most elementary lesson is not 
learned from our past unpleasant 
experiences, I cannot help but 
take a dim view of the intelligence 
of our race. 

Rabbi Schwarzschild divides his 
forgotten brethern into three cate- 
giries: those who cannot emigrate 
those who are married to Non- 
Jews, and those who do not want 
to leave the country. As to the 
first group it might be interest- 
ing to learn the unsurmountable 
obstacles that bar the route to 
more hospitable regions. And even 
if restricted immigration into the 
western hemisphere should pre- 
sently deny them the desired ha- 
ven,—the gates of Israel are wide 
open to everybody who professes 
himself a Jew. But this seems to 
be a forgotten art for many of 


DISAGREES SUCH JEWRIES DOOMED 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

A story in The Post of June 10 
states that Rabbi Joseph Roth of 
El Paso, Tex., believes that 
“within 25 years the synagogues 
of America’s smaller Jewish com- 
munities will have become a 
monument in memory of Ortho- 
dox Jewry.” Before Rabbi Roth 
and,other readers of the Post 
become too pessimistic, I should 
like to tell of my experience with 
Orthodox Jewry in a small Jew- 
ish community. 


In April, 1945, I moved to East 
St. Louis, Illinois. I was alone, 
I knew no one in the Jewish 
community there, yet they made 
me feel as though I had always 
been’ a part of their community. 
I found a synagogue, a Sunday 
school, a sisterhood, active B’nai 
Brith groups. During the war, 
while their Rabbi served as a 
chaplain, these people held serv- 
ices in their synagogue, conduct- 
ed a Sunday school, and even 
prepared classes for confirma- 
tion—all without the help of a 
Rabbi. I learned that the mem- 
bers of this congregation ob- 
Served kashruth, buying their 
meat in the kosher butcher shop 
rather than use the non-kosher 
Meat they sold in their own 
stores even though in one case 
this meant bringing meat from 
St. Louis, 40 miles away. 


The Jewish community of East 


St. Louis, like all the other Jew- 
ish communities in southern 
Illinois within a radius of 150 
miles, belongs to the Jewish Fed- 
eration of Southern Illinois. The 
original purpose of the Federa- 
tion was the coordination of 
fund-raising drives in the area, 
but it soon went far beyond that. 
As many of the small communi- 
ties, a few families here, a few 
families there, could not afford 
the services of a Rabbi or of a 
professional teacher, the Federa- 
tion employed a man who super- 
vised all the Sunday schools in 
the area, giving assistance and 
encouragement to the volunteer 
teachers, planning the curriculum 
for each school, and who organ- 
ized new Sunday schools and syn- 
agogues. Through the meetings 
of the Federation isolated Jew- 
ish families are able to meet 
other Jewish people and gain a 
feeling of belonging, of being 
less alone. 

Perhaps Rabbi Roth is right in 
his pessimism about the Jewish 
community of El Paso, but I am 


sure he is wrong in extending 
his pessimism to all the small 
communities. From where I sit, 
remembering East St. Louis, the 
picture looks bright.

Like- 
wise, the Israel Government will 
not reject a Jew even though he 
be married to a gentile, if the 
non-Jewish mate embraces Juda- 
ism in good faith and in accord- 
ance with the Jewish code. But 
as for the third group, the in- 
veterate renegades of Judaism 
whose loyalty continues to belong 
to the hangmen of their own flesh 
and blood, and who prefer the 
blood-stained soil of their Hunn- 
ish assassins to the rising sun of 
Israel, let those be cut off from 
the community of our people and 
let their names be buried in eter- 
nal oblivation. For them there is 
no salvation. 


The contention that the Joint 
Dilstribution Committee is geared 
to help mostly the Orthodox is a 
brazen untruth. The JDC has 
never conceived such a policy and, 
judging by the type of recent im- 
migrants to U.S.A. and Israel out 
of the many thousand cases han- 
dled by that organization during 
the last years, one must conceive 
oneself that only a fraction hap- 
pened to be represented by the 
orthodox element. Merely if pro- 
fession of Judaism and love for 
Israel is branded as “Orthodoxy” 
can the statement of Rabbi Sch- 
warzschild and his disciples be ex- 
plained. But this is his own per- 
soral interpretation of Judaism 
which is not binding upon the ma- 
jority of American Jewry. If the 
JDC irrespective of ideological 
differences favors those remants 
of the European Jewish commun- 
ities who seek to be relocated in 
democratic countries of proven 
dignity or in the land of our fore- 
fathers, it only fulfills its G’d 
given duties and should be highly 
commended. But the American 
Jewish contributor is utterly un- 
interested in investing American 
dollars in Germany in favor of 
those who obstinately wish to 
cast their lot with the outlaws of 
the human _ society. American 
Jewry should demand from the 
JDC and related relief organiza- 
tions a clear and unequivocal sta- 
tement to the effect that neither 
funds nor other kind of assistance 
will be provided for “renascent 
Jewish communities’ in Germany, 
except to support those victims 
who can qualify as bona fide 
DP’s and are anxiously waiting 
for the earliest opportunity to 
leave that country. As for the 
others who wish to plant their 
vineyards again in the land of 
3uchenwald, let them indulge in 
their perversity at their own ex- 
ense, but they decidedly do not 
present a Jewish problem.

" NEW YORK—A test of the conviction of two kosher butchers 
on charges of violating New York’s Sunday law by selling meat on 
Sunday was headed this week for the highest courts of New York 


State, 


Sam Friedman and Sam Praska, owners of butcher shops on 


Manhatten’s lower east side, were 
convicted last week in special 
Sessions court. Friedman and 
Praska are Orthodox Jews who 
do not operate their shops on 
Saturday. They are scheduled to 
be sentenced June 22. 

Eighteen Jewish organizations 
have joined in support of the 
fight to test the constitutionality 
of the law. They and the defend- 
ants are represented by Leo 
Pfeffer and A. H. Klugsberg of 
the American Jewish Congress. 

Plenty of Supporters 

Among the organizations sup- 
porting the appeal are theN. Y. 
Board of Rabbis, the Union of 
of Orthodox Jewish Congreg- 
ations of the U.S. and the Na- 
tional Council of Young Israel, 
an Orthodox Jewish youth group. 

Pfeffer said he was filing an

PARIS—(WNS)—Hight anti-Semitic organizations in France are 
publishing nine anti-Jewish publications with a total circulation of a 
half million, it was disclosed here this week by informed Jewish 


sources, 


These sources also revealed that Hamburg has become the head- 


quarters of the anti-Semitic in- 
ternational, which is led by Ger- 
man Nazis and French and Bel- 
gian fascists who are flooding 
Europe with anti-Semitic and 
Nazi literature. In Belgium, the 
illustrated anti-Semitic weekly 
“Europe and America” is said to 


have a circulation of 40,000. 
The Hamburg group is now 
preparing to issue English-Span- 
ish and Italian publications. Ap- 
proximately 63 anti-Semitic 
sheets, with a total circulation of 
3,000,000, are reported to be ap- 
pearing in England, Belgium, 
Holland, Switzerland and in the 
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Seandinavian countries. 

In France there has recently 
been formed a new anti-Semitic 
organization calling itself the 
“Friends of the French liberties.” 
In its weekly publication, the or- 
ganization announced it plans to 
launch a huge fund-raising cam- 
paign.

and adult Jewish activities in the 
spirit of liberal Judaism,’ Rabbi 
Baum said. “The vote on the res- 
olution was overwhelmingly in 
favor of a new temple.” 





3,000 Czech Jews 
Leave Since January 
BUCHAREST, — (JTA) A 
group of 450 Jews from Czech- 
oslovakia—the fourth this year 
—Sailed for Israel this week from 
the Rumanian port of Constanza, 
it was announced here. 


This brings the total of Czech 
Jews who migrated to Israel 
via Rumania this year to over 
3,000.

Peace Hopes Dying In Deadlock 
At Lausanne; See British Plotting 


TEL AVIV, Israel—Prospects for a permanent peace between 
Israel and the neighboring Arab states have virtually collapsed with 
the deadlock of talks at Lausanne and the stage is set for a re- 
sumption of big power maneuverings in the fluid Palestine situation, 
competent observers agreed this week.

TO STAY IN U.S.; FEARS DEATH

PHILADELPHIA—A plea from an Iraqi Jewish student that he 
be permitted to remain in this country under the DP law was taken 
under consideration by the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
this week following a hearing held here. 

The student, whose name was not disclosed because he feared 


retaliation on members of his 
family in Bagdad, said he feared 
for his life if he were compelled 
to return to Iraq. 

An affidavit submitted by Will 
Maslow and Irving Jaffe, Ameri- 
can Jewish Congree attorneys, 
and signed by Dr. Nehemiah Rob- 
inson, director of the Institute of 
Jewish Affairs of the World Jew- 
ish Congress, listed evidence of 
Systematic anti-Jewish propa- 
anda and persecution of Jewish 
by the Iraqi press and govern- 
ment dating back to the 1920s 
when the British mandate over 
Iraq was terminated. 

The student involved asked 
that he be permitted to remain 
in this country under a law 
which says that “any alien who 
entered the U. S, prior to Aprii 


1, 1948 .. . and is a displaced 
person residing in the U.S. as 
defined in this section may ap 
ply to the Attorney General for 
an adjustment of his immigra- 
tion status.” 


At the hearing, the attorneys 
for the student argued that “if 
Iraqi nationals of Jewish ances- 
try are denied the benefits of the 
DP Act and are compelled to re- 
turn to Iraq, they will be obliged 
not to return to a homeland but 
to a prison they will go back not 
as citizens of a free community 
but as hostages without hope.” 

The student came to the United 
States in February 1946 and has 
been attending a college in the 
Philadelphia area. He is 26 years 
old.

Rabbi Lasker told The Post that under the 
plan the mohelim would be paid a regular sal- 
ary by the hospital and would not be permitted 
to charge fees to the parents of the circumeized

Rabbi Lasker said the plan first was broached 
to give more control over mohelim on the staff 
of several hospitals and to remove any com- ~ 
mercial element in their religious work. 

He also said many local hospitals were ready

Glubb said that he saw evi- 
dence that Israel was preparing 
for an armed attack against the 
Latrun area.

Six Zionist Leaders Sentenced 
To Prison By Hungarian Reds

BUDAPEST—-Six Zionist leaders and one non-Jew were con- 
victed this week of organizing and promoting the illegal mass 
emigration of Israel-bound Hungarian Jews and were sentenced 
by a Hungarian court to varying sentences ranging from six months 
to three years. Three other defendants were acquitted. 


The tenth was not tried at the 
same time because he was Ortho- 
dox and preferred not appearing 
in court on the Sabbath, the day 
on which the trial was held. 

During the 15-hour trial the lar 
gest court room in Budapest was 
jammed with Jews who followed 
the proceedings attentively. No 
witnesses, other than the defend- 
ants, were heard. Three of the 
nine withdrew earlier confessions 
made to the po.ice and two of the 
men who withdrew their confess- 
ions were acquitted. The other de 
fendants pleaded guilty, either

fully or partially.

Says Won't Stoop to Mud-Slinging 


Conservative Seattle Congegation 
“Regrets” Orthodox Rabbi's Slam

SEATTLE—A spokesman for Herzl Synagogue expressed “re- 
gret” this week for the attack by Rabbi Gersion Appel, Orthodox 
rabbinical leader, on a dinner sponsored by the Conservative con- 


gregation for its spiritual leader. 

Rabbi Appel, spiritual 
charged that the dinner for Rabbi 
Samuel Pennef was a desecration 
os the Sabbath and of dietary 
laws. (NJP June 17). 

“We have thus far refrained 
from descending to the level of 
response of such mud-slinging,” 
the Herzl Congregation spokes- 
man said, “and we intend to 
maintain our dignity.” 


The spokesman also cited a re- 
port that representatives of Herzl 
Congregation and Reform Tem- 
ple de Hirch had joined to defeat 
a proposal by Orthodox represen- 
tatives calling for observance of 
Sabbath closing and of dietary 
laws in a proposed Jewish Com- 
munity Center. (NJP April 22). 

Notes from minutes taken at 
the meeting were cited to prove 
that the debate had not in- 
volved a split of Orthodoxy ver- 
sus Reform and Conservative 
on whether such conformity 
with tradition should be ob 
served by the Center when it 
is built. 


The minutes were detailed in 
an effort to demonstrate that the 
issue was the technical one of 
whether such observances should 
be written into the by-laws.

minutes showed that Orthodox’ 
Sephardic Jews in Seattle also 
opposed inclusion of the ob.

those present agreed that Kash- 
ruth should be observed in a Jew- 
ish Center building as well as 
Sabbath closing. 

“We know that the magnificent 
growth of our congregation dur- 
ing the past year of Rabbi Sam- 
uel Penner’s leadership is the real 
cause of this fury,” the Heral 
spokesman said. 

He said that there had been an 
increase in membership of 80 per 
cent and a boost of 500 per cent 
in the religious schools, as well 
as proportional increases in at- 
tendance at services, adult educa- 
tion and youth activities. 

“All this was done by construc 
tive hard work and we recom: 
mend that our fellow Orthodox 
Jews do likewise instead of mak- 
ing such attacks,” the spokesman 
said. “Such things should not be 
done in Israel.” 





Ill. Senate Kills 
House-OK‘d FEPC 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. (NJP)—In 
a surprise reversal, the MIlinois 
State Senate last week defeated 
legislation for fair employment 
practices, which had been regard- 
ed as almost certain of enact- 
ment, 

The Senate killed the measure 
by three votes, after it had pass- 
ed the house. 

Gov. Adlai Stevenson, who had 
considered the measure “must” 
legislation, said he had hoped 
that “the state of Lincoln would 
be the leader in the struggle for 
civil rights and equal opportun- 
ity.” He said the fight would go 
on. 

During passionate debate, one 
state solon declared that the bill 
would hinder employers who 
wanted to help men of their own 
national origin or belief. 


Israeli Women 
Ask Tax Equality 


TEL AVIV (JTA)—An Israeli 
women’s delegation this week ap- 
proached members of the Knes- 
set with a demand for equal 
rights for women in relation to 
the new income tax law. The wo- 
men insisted upon the right of 
married women to file separate 
income tax returns, a feature 
which is not included in the law. 

They pointed out to the depu- 
ties that a married woman who 
files a joint return with her hus- 
band pays an inordinate amount 
of taxes. This state of affairs, 
they warned, would force married 
nurses and teachers to leave their 
jobs at a time when they are vwi- 
tally needed in the national econ 
omy.
